THE TRUSTEES IN A DILENMMA

The official examination of the United
Evaugelical Protestant Church, on the cor-
ner of Sixth avenue and Smithfield streets,
took place yesterday. Building Inspector
Holfman and Assistant Building Inspeetor J.
A. A. Brown examined every nock and eor-
ner of the building during the aiternoon and
evening. It was atter 9 r. 2L when the
officinl inspeetion was concluded. The in-
gpectors went up into the spire and all
throngh the building, and after a thorough
examination said lest night to the Bodard of
Trustees: X

““You will linve to take down your spire
and remove all the architectural projections
mow existing, 1ithen the building is not
reganded as safe, you will bave to rame it to
the toundation.”

The spire, Inspector Hoffman said, is only
reguired to be reduced to the height of the
rooi, but, be added: “There are many faults
in the construction of that buiiding which
must be remedied.

OTHER HUILDINGS SHAKY,

“Not alene is it in this building dedicated
tn the worship of God, but in many other
edifie-s, ol present around, is the public en-
dongered. We are trying our best to keep
the citizens “standing trom under,” and will
eontinge to do so as lar as in our power
Ties."

Oae peculiar feature about the church
property is that it cannot be sold. An offer

was made by Mr. Neeper, a year or two
r2o, to pay several hundred thoussnd dollars
tnto the hands of ¢he owners and build a bna-

A Sturdy Competitor for the Edison and
Thomson-Houston Trast.

NOT ENOTGH PLANTS IN THE COUNTRY

It was stated more thana year ago in THE
MsPATCH, but vigorously denied &t the
time, that the Westinghouse Electrie Com-
pany *eas planning to go into the street rail-
way business. The plans are aboutto be
materialized, and in a short time another in-
dustry will be added to Pittsbure's big list.
Just what the plansof the company are,
even the highest officials are not at liberty
to say, and the varticnlar reason why the
eompany will begin operations at once is
not known. Whether, too, a new company
will be organized for the purpose, or how
much the cupital stock of the present com-
pany will be increased, are questions which
have not been determined,

“This much yon can sav,” said a high
afficinl of the electric company yesterday;
*“there Is more money in the railway busi-
ness than in any other branch of the elec-
tric industry. The demund for electrio ap-
plinnces for street roads is enormons, and
the production does not begin to equal it.
There are practically only two companies,
the Sprague and Thomson-Houston, in the
business.

TO BEGIN AT ONCE.

“We will begin to make the motors st
once. To do this our capaeity will have to
be incressed. Whether or no we will make
the appliances at the works in Newark, or
here, or builda new plant at Wilmerding bas
not been determined, but in any case Puitsharg
will be benefited, and we will give cuiployment
to n large number of additional men.”

SUING FOR SALOONS.

Thirteenth Ward Citizens Memorial-
ize Judges Ewing and Magee.

A PANACEA FORSPEAK-EASY EVILS

Some Rather Novel Points Strongly Em-
phasized by Speakers,

SCOURING THE WARD FOR SIGNATURES,

The Thirteenlh warders' protest againat
being left out of the License Court push has
reached a stage in which the Honorable
Court which made that section of the eity
an arid waste, unmoistened by spirituous
liquors, is respectiully, and by resolution
requested, to reseind its action, and eonfer
the boon of license upon a suffering com-
munity.

The adjourned meeting was held last
night in the Center avenue schoolhouse,
with Mr. C. Thompson as chairman, and
about 80 taxpayers present. The Chair-
man thought that at least three saloons
were necessary in the ward. A motion was
made by Seeretary Lloyd that a committee
on resolutions be appointed. Charles T.
Riece, George H. Appleton aosd Tobert
Chambers, Jr., were appointed as the com-
wiltee. )

While they were deliberating, addresses
on the subject were in order. Emil Spahr,
who was relused license, commented upon
the subject at length, He said e did net

believe that the Judgesof License Court
had said there were no fit applieants from
the ward. It the Court had said that, the
opinion was due to malicious informa-
tion.

¥0 POLITICS IN IT.

People said last Februoary that certain
people would not get a license if they did
not vote n certain way, but he had not then
thought they wonld be mean epough todoas
waos done, As to character some of the ap-
plicants stood head and shoulders above some
of thase who tried to have them knocked ont.

Mr. Kinney said the ward went “wed” last
June and that such discrimination would only
bresd speak-eassism., Mr. Lloyd professed
ability to got liquor anyhow if he wanted it
and sald that ke did not like to ree people com-
velled to play sneak to secure liquor. o said
that since the refusal of licenses three new
speak-easies had got into motion.

Dr. Yates remarked that a few nights ago his
wife was taken very ill with eramps and nearly
died bircause he had to go clear to Sixth sireet
for liquor. He theught it an outrage that a
waridl like this should be so discriminated
against, Mr. Goldman wanted any Prokibi-
tionists presant fired out, but none were discov-
ered after a caraful scanning of faces.

The committes returned and reported the
following petition as the result of their labors:
*To the Honoradle Judges, ete.:

“The undersigned, all of whom are eitizens of
the United States and residents of the Thir-
teenth ward, Pittsbarg, do respectlally petition
your honorable court to reconsider the casesof
the several applicants for license to scll
liquor at retall iu the Thirteenth ward, and to
ilrau!. license to those applicants whom your

onors shall esteem most worthy of the same.

“Your petitioners have no interest in this
matter further than a desire to promote the
host interests of the community in which they
live, and your petitioners belleve that several
licensed houses in the ward are an absolute
necessity for the following reasons, which they
respectiully submit to your Honorable Court:

REASONS FOR THE REQUEST.

“First—The Thirteenth ward is one of the
Iargest wards in the city, both geographically
and in population. During the last four years
tho vote of its populati has pletely
changed and three or four licensed houses are,
in the onnion of your petitioners, absolutely
necessary to accommodate the citizens or the
ward and dpnhllc n general,

“Second—Duriug the past year there were no
licensed houses to sell liquor at retail in the
wrd, and as a result the ward has been com-
]:;Iﬁtflly overrun with places where liguor is sold
ligitly,

“Third—As a result of the illicit sale of
liguor, it s believed that dronkenness is much
more prevalent than formerly. In addition
there are no restraints on the sale of liguor to
wminors, habliual dronkards and that class of
men whose families are suffaring for the neces-
sarins of life,

“Fourth—It has been a common sfght during
the past year, especinlly during the saommer
months, to seo groups of hall-grown boys drink
beer on vacant lots and on the public streots
and aileys, and many young men have formed
babits of drimking to excess, who, on account
of their minority, wonld not be able toget
liguor from a propeily conducted saloon.

“Fifth—It has breome a practice In this ward:
for young men and boys to comhine and bu
beer and whisky in large quantities, and drin
itin cluobrooms especially procured forthas
purpose, hoth on weelk days and the Babbath.,

*sixth—Your petitionors believe that no ons
conversant with the facrts will dispute the
statemnent that there hias been more liguor sold
in the Thirteenth ward (illicitiy and by brews
ers' agents) during the past year than there
was dunng o similar od wnen the ward
contained saloons, and it is confidently be-
lieved that the sale of intoxicating drinks, as
at present conducted, 15 doing vur.ldy more
barm to the community than was ever done by
the licensed saloons,

N0 APPLICANT INDORSED.

“Seventh--It is not the intention of your pe-
titioners, by filing this petition, to indorse any
particnlar apphicant for license, but to show to
your Aonorable Court how a large nummber of
the citizena of the ward regard this matter, and
your petitioners believe that shonld your
Hounorable Court reconsider its action in refer-
ence to the Thirteenth ward applicants and
grant several licenses our ward will be able to
shown bettor record during the coming year
for sobriety and good order than it has during
the past year.

“Should your Honorable Court reconsiaer its
action and grant any licenses in the wand, your
petitioners will wateh the course of thesuc-
cessinl applicants carefully, and shonld they
not comply with the Brooks iaw as Interpreted
by your Honoralue Court, your petitioners will
doem it their duty to 50 notify {nur Honorable
Court when sald applicants apply lor a renewal
of their livense,"
